I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1925, 
which  is  the  quinquennial  Survey  Report.  I have  compiled  it  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Circular  648,  issued  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  on  10th  December,  1925. 

From  the  vital  statistics  it  will  be  seen  : — 

(1)  that  the  death  rate  (11.7  per  1,000)  is  1.1  higher  than  last 
year  (10.6)  and  0.1  lower  than  the  rate  for  the  rural  districts  of 
West  Sussex  (11.8),  and  0.5  lower  than  the  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  as  a whole  (12.2). 

(2)  The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  (70  per  1,000  births)  is  higher 
by  14  than  last  year  (56),  and  higher  by  19  than  the  rate  for  the 
rural  districts  of  West  Sussex  (51)  and  lower  by  5 than  the  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  as  a whole  (75). 

(3)  The  birth  rate  (16.2  per  1,000)  is  2.1  higher  than  last  year 
(14.1)  and  0.5  higher  than  the  rural  rate  for  the  County  (15.7)  and 
2.1  lower  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole  (18.3). 

Although  the  Council’s  decision  to  divide  the  present  joint 
Office  of  Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector  and  to  have  a separate 
whole  time  Officer  as  Sanitary  Inspector  has  been  taken  since  the 
end  of  1925,  I must  refer  to  it  here  because  it  is  a much  needed 
change  and  it  was  my  intention  to  urge  it  most  strongly  in  this 
report.  It  will  result,  I trust,  in  the  proper  supervision  of  Cowstalls, 
Dairies,  and  Slaughter  Houses  as  well  as  the  thorough  carrying  out 
of  Meat  Inspection  under  the  Regulations  which  came  into  force 
this  year. 
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Further,  it  should  now  be  possible  to  inspect  systematically 
all  houses  in  the  district,  and  follow  up,  until  remedied,  defective 
ones. 

The  need  of  more  houses  for  the  working  classes  in  the  district 
is  a most  pressing  one,  and  I am  glad  the  Council’s  scheme  for  the 
provision  of  68  houses,  under  the  Housing  Act,  1923,  is  progressing. 
I am  of  opinion,  however,  that  the  full  needs  of  the  district  will  not 
be  met  by  the  erection  of  68  houses,  if  the  replacement  of  unfit 
ones  is  taken  into  account  as  well  as  the  additional  accommoda- 
tion required. 

In  my  last  year’s  annual  report  I pointed  out  the  need  for  the 
public  scavenging  of  house  refuse  in  the  parish  of  Durrington  and 
regret  that  it  has  not  been  possible  to  bring  such  a scheme  into 
operation,  as  with  the  building  going  on  in  the  parish  it  becomes 
more  and  more  necessary.

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NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  East  Preston  Rural  District  lies  between  Worthing  on 
the  east  and  Littlehampton  on  the  west,  extending  northwards 
from  the  sea  on  the  south  to  the  range  of  Downs  wdiich  stretches 
from  Amberley  to  Cissbury.  It  is  essentially  an  agricultural 
district,  though  two  or  three  places  on  its  coast  line,  notably 
Rustington  and  East  Preston  (locally  called  Angmering-on-Sea) 
are  developing  as  seaside  resorts.

THE  DISTRICT. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

{a)  General,.  There  is  a district  nurse  employed  by  the 
Local  Nursing  Committee,  representing  one  or  more  parishes, 
affiliated  to  the  West  Sussex  County  Nursing  Association  in  each 
of  the  following  parishes  : — 

Angmering,  Rustington,  East  Preston,  1 nurse. 

Goring,  Durrington,  Ferring,  1 nurse. 

Eyminster,  Clymping  (jointly  with  Littlehampton) , 3 nurses. 

Durrington,  Clapham,  Patching,  1 nurse. 

Burpham,  Warningcamp,  and  Poling,  1 nurse. 

( b ) For  Infectious  Cases.  No  arrangements  exist  for  the 
nursing  of  Measles  and  German  Measles. 

Grants  are  made  by  the  County  Council  to  the  County  Nursing 
Association  for  various  nursing  services  including  Child  Welfare 
Work,  School  Nurses  Work,  Tuberculosis  health  visiting,  and  as 
subsidies  to  provide  Nurse  Midwives  in  areas  which  would  otherwise 
be  without  one. 
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In  parishes  without  a district  nurse  a whole-time  nurse  on 
the  Staff  of  the  County  Nursing  Association  does  the  health  visiting 
of  babies,  Tuberculosis  cases,  and  the  school  nurse’s  work. 

Midwives. 

There  are  four  district  nurse-midwives  residing  and  practis- 
ing in  the  East  Preston  Rural  District.  One  trained  midwife 
residing  at  Rustington  practises  on  her  own  account  ; and  two 
in  Worthing  and  one  in  Littlehampton  attend  cases  in  the  Rural 
District. 


Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres. 

There  is  no  actual  Centre  in  the  Rural  District.  The  Duchess 
of  Norfolk  provides  centres  at  Rittlehampton  and  Arundel. 
Meetings  are  held  at  20a,  South  Terrace,  Eittlehampton,  on  Mon- 
days and  Thursdays  at  2.30  ; at  Granville  House,  Arundel,  on 
Wednesdays  at  2.30.  These  centres  are  accessible  to  some  of  the 
residents  of  the  rural  parishes  adjoining  these  urban  areas. 

School  Clinics. 

There  is  no  regular  school  clinic  in  the  rural  district.  Eye 
clinics  are  held  at  Worthing  Hospital  and  at  Granville  House 
Arundel,  as  and  when  required,  at  which  school  children  belonging 
to  the  Rural  District  are  taken  for  treatment  of  defective  vision. 
Temporary  dental  clinics  are  held  from  time  to  time  at  Centres 
to  which  the  children  attending  schools  in  the  East  Preston  district 
are  taken  for  treatment. 

Tuberculosis  Dispensary. 

A dispensary  is  held  at  Worthing  Hospital  every  Monday  at 
10  a.m.  which  is  available  to  all  residents  in  the  East  Preston 
Rural  District. 

Venereal  Disease. 

The  West  Sussex  County  Council  have  made  arrangements 
entitling  residents  in  the  County  suffering  from  Venereal  Disease 
to  attend,  free  of  cost,  the  Venereal  Clinics  held  either  at  Worthing 
Hospital  on  Wednesdays,  women  3 — 4,  men  4 — 5 ; Fridays, 
women  5 — 6,  men  6-— 7 ; or  at  the  Royal  Portsmouth  Hospital 
for  men  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays,  5 — 7 ; Wednesdays,  4 — 6, 
and  for  women  Wednesdays  2 — 4 ; Fridays  10 — 12. 
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Hospitals  Provided  or  Subsidized  by  the  Local  Authority  or  by  the 

County  Council. 

1 .  — Tuberculosis. 

i.  Aldingbourne  House  Sanatorium,  the  property  of 
the  West  Sussex  County  Council,  59  beds. 

ii.  A Tuberculosis  ward  (12  beds)  at  the  Worthing 
Isolation  Hospital,  under  the  control  of  the  West  Sussex 
County  Council. 

iii.  The  West  Sussex  County  Council  have  an  agree- 
ment with  the  Royal  West  Sussex  Hospital,  Chichester, 
to  receive  patients  suffering  from  Surgical  Tuberculosis  at 
a fee  of  2|  guineas  per  week. 

2.  — Maternity.. 

The  West  Sussex  County  Council  have  an  agreement  with 
the  Brighton  Eying-In  Hospital  to  provide  two  beds  for  the 
reception  of  abnormal  cases  of  Labour  at  a fee  of  2J  guineas 
per  week. 

3.  — Children. 

The  West  Sussex  County  ouncil  have  an  agreement 
with  the  Royal  Alexandra  Hospital  for  Sick  Children,  Brighton, 
whereby  two  cots  are  reserved  for  the  admission  of  Children 
under  one  year  requiring  in-patient  treatment. 

4.  — Fever. 

The  Council  have  no  Isolation  Hospital,  but  arrangements 
exist  for  the  removal  of  any  patient  who  cannot  be  isolated 
at  home  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  of  the  Worthing  Corporation 
at  Swan  Dean,  Durrington. 

5.  — Smallpox. 

The  West  Sussex  County  Council  have  made  provision 
for  the  Isolation  of  cases  of  Smallpox  at  the  Brighton  Smallpox 
Hospital  at  Fulking. 

Other  Hospitals  Available  to  and  used  by  Residents  in  the  District 

but  not  Subsidised  by  the  Local  Authority  or  County  Council,  though 

receiving  fees  for  work  done  under  previous  headings.

(a)  For  Infectious  Cases.  When  an  infectious  case  is 
removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  of  a neighbouring  Sanitary 
Authority,  the  ambulance  of  such  Sanitary  Authority  is  used  for 
removal. 

(b)  For  Non-Infectious  and  Accident  Cases.  There  is 
a Motor  Ambulance  stationed  at  Littlehampton  which  is  worked 
by  the  St.  John's  Ambulance  Brigade.  Application  must  be  made 
when  it  is  required,  to  Mr.  A.  G.  King,  4 Bayford  Road,  Little- 
hampton.  * The  cost  of  the  journey  is  paid  by  the  users  unless 
their  means  preclude  this,  when  it  is  met  out  of  the  funds  of  the 
Brigade. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  STAFF. 

The  Public  Health  Staff  consists  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  (who  is  also  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  West  Sussex 
Southern  United  (M.O.PI.)  Districts)  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
(Mr.  R.  E.  Booker)  who  also  acts  as  Surveyor  for  the  Council. 
Reference  has  been  made  already  to  the  division  of  these  two 
offices  in  the  near  future. 

LABORATORY  WORK. 

The  Local  Sanitary  Authority  have  made  arrangements 
wdth  the  Laboratories  of  Pathology  and  Public  Health,  6 Harley 
Street,  London,  for  the  examination  of  throat  swabs  and  blood 
specimens  sent  up  by  Medical  Practitioners  from  residents  in  the 
district.  The  following  specimens  were  examined  during  the  past

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  ascertain  the  source  of  infection  in 
every  case  notified  so  that  such  source  may  not  remain  a con- 
tinuing focus  of  infection. 

In  the  case  of  Diphtheria  all  other  children  in  the  house  and 
any  adults  who  may  have  had  any  recent  cold  or  illness  are  swabbed. 
If  suspicion  rests  on  a school  a search  is  made  for  children  recently 
absent  with  a throat  affection,  or  present  in  school  with  a suggestive 
nasal  discharge,  and  any  such  found  are  swabbed. 

The  Council  have  an  arrangement  with  the  Laboratories 
of  Public  Health,  6 Harley  Street,  London,  for  the  examination 
of  Throat  and  Nasal  Swabs,  Blood,  etc.,  so  that  practitioners  may 
send  specimens  at  the  expense  of  the  Sanitary  Authority. 

To  trace  the  source  of  infection  of  Scarlet  Fever,  the  School 
register  is  examined  to  ascertain  any  possible  absentee  who  may 
have  had  a “ missed  ” attack,  and  the  children  in  the  school  are 
examined  to  find,  if  possible,  evidence  of  desquamation. 

Disinfection  of  every  house  infected  by  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria 
Enteric  Fever,  is  carried  out,  Formic  Aldehyde  Gas  being  used. 
There  is  no  steam  disinfection  available  so  that  reliance  has  to  be 
placed  on  disinfection  by  Formic  Aldehyde  Gas  of  all  articles 
that  cannot  be  boiled  or  steeped  in  liquid  disinfectant.  There  are 
no  special  facilities  available  for  the  cleansing  and  disinfection 
of  verminous  persons,  but  in  case  of  necessity  it  would  be  possible 
I think  to  improvise  arrangements  at  an  Isolation  Hospital. 

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 
DISEASES. 

Diphtheria. 

One,  none,  six,  fifteen,  five  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified 
respectively  in  each  of  the  last  five  years  giving  an  average  Annual 
Incidence  Rate  of  0.73  per  1,000  calculated  on  the  average  popula- 
tion for  the  five  years.  Of  these  27  cases  21  were  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital.  No  deaths  occurred. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  supplied  by  the  Council  free  of  cost 
for  all  cases  in  which  the  financial  circumstances  of  the  family 
prevent  them  being  able  to  pay  for  it. 
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No  use  has  been  made  of  the  Schick  Test  or  of  artificial  methods 
of  immunization. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Eight,  eleven,  five,  five,  fourteen  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were 
notified  respectively  in  each  of  the  last  five  years  giving  an  average 
Annual  Incidence  Rate  of  1.16  per  1,000,  calculated  on  the  average 
population  for  the  five  years.  Of  these  43  cases  17  were  removed 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  No  deaths  occurred. 

No  “return’ ’ cases  have  been  detected  during  the  past  five  years. 

Enteric  Fever. 

None,  none,  none,  one,  none  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  were  notified 
respectively  in  each  of  the  last  five  years  giving  an  average  Annual 
Incidence  Rate  of  0.02  per  1 ,000,  calculated  on  the  average  popula- 
tion for  the  five  years.  No  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital.  No  deaths  occurred. 

Erysipelas. 

None,  one,  none,  two,  two  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  notified 
respectively  in  each  of  the  last  five  years  giving  an  average  Annual 
Incidence  Rate  of  0.13  per  1,000,  calculated  on  the  average  popula- 
tion for  the  five  years.  No  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital . 

Pneumonia. 

Two,  none,  two,  three,  one  cases  of  Pneumonia  were  notified 
respectively  in  each  of  the  last  five  years.  No  case  was  removed  to 
the  Isolation  Hospital.  Nineteen  deaths  occurred., eleven 
more  than  were  notified. 

As  regards  the  notification  of  Pneumonia  I am  of  opinion 
that  the  possible  assistance  that  can  be  given  by  the  Sanitary 
Authority  does  not  justify  the  cost.  Only  a small  percentage  of 
cases  are  notified,  as  is  evident  from  the  Mortality  figure  being  so 
much  in  excess  of  the  number  of  notifications. 

Encephalitis  Lethargica. 

Two  cases  have  been  notified  both  in  1922.  No  connection 
between  the  two  could  be  traced.  Both  patients  were  nursed  at 
home,  one  succumbing  to  the  infection. 

Cerebro  Spinal  Fever.  Trench  Fever.  Malaria. 

No  case  of  these  diseases  has  been  notified  during  the  past 
five  years.

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PUBLIC  HEALTH  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  REGULATIONS, 

1925. 

The  above  Regulations  which  came  into  force  on  1st  September 
last  year,  give  power  to  Sanitary  Authorities  to  prevent  persons 
suffering  from  Tuberculosis  -from  following  the  occupation  of  a 
Milker  or  Dairyman  whilst  in  an  infectious  condition.  No  case  has 
so  far  arisen  in  the  district  requiring  action  under  these  Regula- 
tions. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1925,  Section  62. 

The  above  section  gives  powers  to  County  Councils  and  to  Urban 
and  Rural  District  Councils  to  apply  to  a Court  of  Summary 
J urisdiction  when  the  home  circumstances  of  a tuberculous  patient 
are  such  as  to  make  it  impossible  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
infection.  The  Hospital  or  Institution  accommodation  must  be 
provided  by  the  Authority  without  cost  of  the  patient,  and  the 
Authority  may  be  required  by  the  Court  to  contribute  to  the  cost 
of  maintenance  of  the  patient’s  dependents  during  his  detention 
in  Hospital. 

No  action  has  been  called  for  under  this  section  during  the 
past  year. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. 

Neither  of  these  diseases  has  been  made  locally  notifiable. 
Reports  are  sent  by  Head  Teachers  of  all  Elementary  Schools  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  well  as  to  the  School  Medical  Officer 
of  all  cases  occurring,  or  suspected,  in  the  Schools. 

The  Sanitary  Authority  have  made  no  arrangement  with  the 
County  Nursing  Association  for  the  visiting  and  nursing  of  Measles. 

The  Death  Rate  from  these  diseases  calculated  on  the  average 
population  during  the  past  five  years  was  as  follows  : — 

Measles,  0.0  per  1,000  population. 

Whooping  Cough,  0.13  per  1,000  population. 

Epidemic  Diarrhoea. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  this  disease  during  the  past  five 
years  has  been  respectively  none,  none,  none,  one,  none,  giving  a 
Death  Rate  of  0.13. 
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Puerperal  Fever. 

No  case  of  Puerperal  Fever  has  been  notified  during  the  past 
5 years.  No  death  has  occurred  from  Puerperal  Sepsis,  and  only 
one  from  other  accidents  and  diseases  of  pregnancy,  giving  an 
average  total  maternal  death  rate  per  1,000  children  born  of  1.7. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

One  case  has  been  notified  during  the  past  5 years,  namely  in 
1924.  The  patient  was  treated  in  the  Union  Infirmary  and 
recovered  without  impairment  of  vision 

Poliomyelitis. 

Only  one  case  has  been  notified  during  the  past  5 years, 
namely  1923,  giving  an  incidence  rate  of  0.13. 

Infantile  Mortality. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  during  the  past  5 years  has 
been  respectively  63,  63,  24,  56,  70  per  1,000  births,  giving  an 
average  Annual  rate  of  55.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area  in  respect  to  Water 
Supply,  Pollution  of  Streams,  Drainage  and  Sewerage,  Closet 
Accommodation  and  Scavenging  are  shown  in  tabular  form  on 
the  attached  fly  leaf. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

The  structural  condition  of  the  fifty  cowstalls  is  on  the  whole 
fair,  though  a satisfactory  condition  of  cleanliness  can  only  be  main- 
tained by  frequent  and  vigilant  inspection. 

I think  that  the  Council  should  utilize  the  powers  under  Sec- 
tion 5 of  the  1914  Milk  Act,  which  only  came  into  operation  last 
year,  and  authorise  the  Inspector  to  take  samples  of  milk  and  in 
the  first  instance  filter  them  through  cotton  wool  filters  so  as  to 
detect  dirty  ones.  If  such  are  found  second  samples  should  be 
taken  from  the  same  purveyor  and  sent  for  bacteriological  examina- 
tion, further  action  being  taken  if  necessary.  In  the  absence  of 
such  action  dirty  milk  can  be,  and  is,  sold  with  impunity  and  without 
any  chance  of  the  fact  coming  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Sanitary 
Authority  or  their  Officers. 

As  to  the  quality,  as  distinct  from  the  cleanliness,  of  the  milk 
sold  below  is  a table  showing  the  number  of  samples  taken 
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under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  during  the  past  year  by  the  County 
Council : —

It  will  be  seen  that  the  total  number  of  samples  taken  (all 
milk)  is  only  0.2  samples  per  1,000  population,  whereas  three  samples 
per  1,000  is  the  number  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture. 

I think  more  milk  and  other  food  samples  should  be  taken 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  and  suggest  that  the  Focal  Authority 
request  the  attention  of  the  County  Council  to  the  small  number  of 
samples  taken  and  the  need  for  increasing  the  number. 

The  County  Council  are  responsible  for  the  administration 
of  the  Tuberculosis  Regulations,  1925,  which  deal  with  Tuberculous 
Cattle  and  their  milk,  but  Section  4 of  the  1914  Milk  Act  now  gives 
power  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  any  Local  Sanitary  Authority, 
if  he  has  reason  to  suspect  that  Tuberculosis  is  caused,  or  is  likely 
to  be  caused,  by  the  consumption  of  any  milk  which  is  being  sold 
in  his  district,  to  give  notice  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  County 
in  which  the  cows  from  which  such  milk  is  obtained  are  kept, 
of  the  source  of  supply.  Upon  receipt  of  such  notice  the  Medical 
Officer  of  the  County  must  cause  the  cattle  in  the  Dairy  to  be 
inspected  and  make  such  other  investigations  as  may  be  necessary 
and  shall  subsequently  send  copies  of  all  veterinary,  bacteriological, 
or  other  reports  to  the  Local  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  give 
information  of  the  action  taken  upon  them. 

Designated  Milk. 

No  Licence  to  produce  or  retail  any  form  of  designated  milk 
was  made  prior  to  J anuary  1st,  1926,  though  one  to  retail  Grade  "A” 
(Tuberculin  Tested)  has  since  been  applied  for  and  granted.

(b)  Meat. 

There  are  two  slaughter  houses  in  the  district  both  licensed, 
one  of  which  is  in  general  use  for  the  killing  of  cattle,  sheep  and 
pigs,  the  other  being  used  only  occasionally  for  the  killing  of  pigs. 
Two  other  premises  are  used  for  the  killing  of  pigs  but  I can  find 
no  record  of  their  being  registered,  and  now  that  Byelaws  in  respect 
to  slaughter  houses  are  in  force  in  the  district  I recommend  that 
the  users  of  them  be  required  to  apply  for  a licence  in  respect  of 
each,  or  cease  to  use  them.

HOUSING. 

General  Housing  Conditions  in  the  Area. 

The  estimated  total  number  of  houses  in  the  district  is  2278. 
Since  the  beginning  of  1921,  571  houses  have  been  built, 
448  by  private  enterprise,  96  with  State  assistance  (subsidy)  13  by 
the  County  Council  in  connection  with  smallholdings,  and  14  by 
the  Bocal  Authority  under  the  Addison  Housing  Scheme.

Extent  of  Shortage  or  Excess. 

There  is  undoubtedly  a shortage  of  houses  for  the  working 
classes  and  the  number  proposed  under  the  present  scheme  will 
certainly  not  meet  the  needs  of  the  district  if  account  is  taken  of 
the  unfit  houses  needing  replacement.  It  is  difficult  to  say  the  exact 
extent  of  the  shortage  but  at  the  Census,  1921,  51  houses  contained 
two  families. 

No  important  change  in  the  population  is  anticipated  though 
development  is  proceeding  quickly  in  three  parishes. 


(2)  Overcrowding. 

Extent.— Although  during  the  past  year  only  eight  cases  of 
overcrowding  have  come  under  notice,  I have  no  doubt  there  are 
many  in  the  district.  In  a recent  special  report  upon  the  housing 
conditions  in  Angmering  I referred  to  ten  houses  containing  two 
families  and  in  a similar  report  for  Clapham  to  three  houses  with 
two  families  as  wTell  as  to  three  other  cases  of  overcrowding.  At 
the  Census,  1921,  fifty-one  houses  contained  two  families.  It  is 
difficult  to  estimate  its  extent  until  the  Sanitary  Inspector  is 
able  to  carry  out  routine  house  inspection. 


Causes. 

Overcrowding  in  the  district  is  due  to  an  insufficient  number 
of  houses  for  the  working  classes. 

The  Council’s  scheme  to  build  68  more  houses  should  do  some- 
thing to  abate  existing  overcrowding. 

Principal  Cases  of  Overcrowding  during  1925. 

(1)  Two  families  in  one  house ; one  of  them,  man  and  wife 
and  two  children  occupy  one  small  room  as  bed  sitting  room. 
In  the  other  family,  son  aged  19  and  daughter  aged  17  have  to 
occupy  one  bedroom. 

(2)  Two  families  in  one  house ; man  and  wife  and  six  children, 
three  occupying  one  bedroom,  five  another.  Second  family 
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consisting  of  man,  wife,  and  a child  occupied  one  room  entered 
only  through  first  family’s  bedroom. 

(3)  Two  families  and  lodgers  in  one  house  ; (a)  man  and  wife 
and  five  children,  ( b ) man  and  wife,  ( c ) two  lodgers.  Four  bed- 
rooms. The  overcrowding  in  the  last  two  cases  has  been  abated  by 
some  members  leaving. 

(3)  Fitness  of  Houses. 

In  a district  in  which  house  inspection  has  not  been  carried  on 
systematically  for  many  years,  it  cannot  be  expected  that  the 
standard  of  fitness  of  its  cottage  dwellings  has  been  w'ell  maintained. 

In  making  a house  to  house  inspection  in  the  Parish  of  Angmer- 
ing  for  the  purpose  of  making  a report  on  its  housing  conditions 
I found  ten  houses  unfit  for  habitation,  ten  with  defects  that  could 
be  remedied,  and  eighteen  falling  below  a reasonable  standard 
of  fitness.  As  a result  of  a similar  inspection  of  Clapham  for  the 
same  purpose  I found  three  houses  unfit  for  habitation,  eleven  with 
defects  requiring  remedy,  and  thirteen  in  a reasonable  state  of 
repair,  and  I have  no  reason  to  think  that  the  fitness  of  houses 
in  other  parishes  will  materially  differ  from  these.  I am  sure, 
therefore  that  the  Council  have  made  a wise  decision  in  deciding 
to  appoint  a whole-time  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  I hope  that  care- 
ful routine  house  inspection,  with  adequate  “ following  up  ” to 
see  that  defects  are  remedied,  will  bring  about  a much  needed 
improvement  in  the  standard  of  fitness  of  the  small  houses  through- 
out the  district. 

The  usual  defects  found  include  one  or  other  of  the  following  : 
Defective  guttering  and  downspouts  ; defective  kitchener  : absence 
of  proper  food  store  ; dirty  walls  and  ceilings  ; dampness  ; defec- 
ive  well  tops,  and  other  delapidations. 

But  few  owners  appear  to  carry  out  any  repairs  to  their  property 
until  required  by  the  Sanitary  Authority  or  their  officers  to  do  so. 
A small  proportion  of  tenants  are  neglectful  of  their  houses  and  their 
neglect  results  in  delapidations  that  more  care  would  have  prevented.

Schools.
